3. Claims 1-13 are allowed over the prior art. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the Examiner's 
opinion, a drive control for a hybrid vehicle having a first motor providing drive power to first 
drive wheels tlirough first clutches, a second motor for providing drive power to second drive 
wheels, wherein said controller controls an electric vehicle mode in which said first clutches are 
disengaged, the supply of fuel to the engine is stopped, and said second motor drives said second 
drive wheel to propel the vehicle, and said electric vehicle mode is divided into a first propulsion 
mode and a second propulsion mode, said first propulsion mode is a mode in which said first 
motor is de-energized; and said second propulsion mode is a mode in which a load imposed on 
said second motor is greater than in said first propulsion mode, and said first motor is supplied 
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with electric power to rotate said rotational shaft at a predetermined speed was not anticipated by 
the prior art, nor would it have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in this art.
